son is holding with business men of varied interests from 
ievery section of the country whom he is uivitina' to Wash- 
ington. ' Other presidents have, on occasion, consulted 
iwith notable figures in the business ^vorld, but never be- 
fore, we believe, has a i^resident taken occasion to go so 
deeply into the entire situation or sought the views of 
business men throughout the country in this manner. 


Discussion of business conditions from all angles 
and from every viewpoint is highly desirable in many 
ways. It will serve not only to give Mr. Wison a better 
idea of what business men believe is desirable to have 
done, but, more important than that, it is certain to con 
^Aince business that the administration's aim is to help and 
not to harm. '^We are not running amuck of business,' 
was the president's declaration to the most recent dele- 
gation which came to the White House in response to his 
Invitation. It is unfortunate, but true, that there obtain- 
ed in some quarters a wholly unwarranted fear that both 
in its tari:ff and in its anti-trust measures the Wilson ad- 
ministration was detennined to go to sensational lengths 
in response to the fanatical clamor of those who believe 
;in the extreme of radicalism. 


Business, however, is beginning to appreciate the 
iact that the x:)resident's sincere purpose is to clear the 
atmosphere of what he terms fifteen years of ''senseless 
agitation." He is aiming at a basis that will furnish a solid 
^omidvvTork for the future industrial and commercial 
prosperity which he confidently believes is now at hand. 
There has been nothing in his course that can be contort- 
ed into a disposition to ruthlesslv wreck or cripple 
tiiose of opposing 
tows. 
"This is a nation of honest men, 
¡and we are going to do business as such," was the way 
the president put it in his most recent chat with business 
men. We are quite confident that a platform of that sort 
csm be cheerfully accepted and cordially endorsed by bus- 
,m<ess in America today.

Aero Club of 
America are 
watching 
with 
keen 
interest 
for hews of 
the 
work of the aviation corps in the war 
between Austria and Servia. 
They ex 
pect that the general practical value 
of air craft in time of war will be 
shown 
as 
never 
before. , Aeroplanes 
v,ere used by the Italian army in Tri- 
poli; by the French in Morocco and by 
the different armies in the recent Bal 
kan wars but never to the extent that 
is likely to result during the present 
ciisis, 
Austria, with her six dirigibles 
and more than one hundred aeroplanes 
ha- a big advantage over her opponent 
Her pilots arc among the best in the 
w^orld. 
Servia is practically 
unknown 
in aeroplane records. 


The little power has twenty machines 
and 'one dirigible. 


Much of the Austrian aviation equip 
ment is said to be patterned after that 
used 
by France und Germany. 
The 
Hotchkiss rapid five gun is installed on 
many of the machines. 
A conservative 
estimate made by a member of the aero 
club on the number of aircraft that 
could be called into use in the event 
of a general European war is 1,260. 
More than five hundred more are on the 
reserve list and in the event of emer- 
gency two hundred and fifty air craft, 
privately owned and on which the gov- 
ernments have no ties could be com- 
mandered. 


Capt. Thomas S. Baldwin, the veteran 
aviator who recently returned from 
tour of principal aeronautic centers of 
Europe, said today that' the 
German 
and Auslrian aerial forces were the best 
m Europe,

have 
developed 
the 
water- 
cooled motor system to perfection," he 
said, "while the French have given most 
attention to the air-cooled engine. The 
lesult is shown in recent world's rec- 
ords for aviation that have been won 
by the Germans for duration, reliance 
arid altitude, including the long sought 
flight lasting: twenty-four hours with- 
out a stop. 


"The German and Austrian machines 
climb high and fast, go far and land 
well, all advantages sought by military 
air men. 
Their 
good qualities 
give 
cpnfidence to the pilot, so it is not sUr- 
pridng to them to carry off the prin- 
cipal 
world's 
records, . leaving 
out 
speed. 
These high speed machines do 
not land well on rough ground. 
They 
come down so fast that they run a 
mile before they can stop.

tary purposes they are of little use."

Locks, machine shops,

These ships, to be 
named the California, Mississippi and 
Idaho, will be the largest battleships 
yet desigiied for the Uuited States navy, 
and their cost, exclusive of armor and 
armament, has been limited to $7,800,- 
000 each. 


Specifications will bo open for inspec- 
tion by prospectivo bidders on Aug. 1, 
and bids opened at the navy depart- 
ment in October. 


The plans call for vessels 624 feat 
long, of 97 feet beam, 30 feet draft and 
32,000 tons displacement. 
Their bat- 
teries will include twelve fourteen-inch 
gims, four submerged torpedo tubes and 
twenty-two five-inch rapid-fire gims.

LESSON TEXT-Mark lltl-IL 
GOLDEN TEXT-"Rejoice greatly. O 
tf-aughter of Zlon; shout, O daughter of 
Jerusalem, because thy king Cometh onto 
tiiee." Zech, 9:9 R. V. 


Mark devotes 233 verses to Ms ao> 
count of the last week of out Liord's 
life and 425 to all the balance. Mat- 
thew devotes seven chapters and Luke 
five. 
If all of the life of Jesus had 
been given to us in like ratio it would 
hare taken at least 80 yolumea In 
which to tell us the story. 


Today's lesson is the introduction 
to that week. 
We must consider his 
entry in its light upon the 
whole 
movement of his life. 
His instruc- 
tions how to secure the colt seem to 
indicate his intention to provoke a 
demonstration. 
Though often in Je- 
rusalem before, this was a different 
occasion, and for a different purpose. 
Before he did not provoke his con- 
flicts, now he courts publicity, that he 
may fasten his claims upoa th* atr 
tention of alL 


Test of Faith. 


I. "The Lord hath need of hfm," 
w . 1-7. It was a test of faith for these 
disciples to obey the Lord's 
command 
(T. 2), yet they did precisely what 
they were commanded to do (v. 6). 
Obedience is the supreme test of dis- 
cipleship, John 15:14. 
When the dis- 
ciples entered the village (v. 1) they 
found the colt "whereon no man ever 
yet sat." 
Jesus knew all and had 
thei'keys to ihe human heart. 
Perhaps 
this colt belonged to a'disciple, hence 
the willingness to let it be used for 
the occasion Jesus was for the 
first 
and only time assuming. 


Many disdplee are not willing to be 
so 
ejcplicitly and 
simply 
obedient 
This obedience is heightened 
when 
we remember how the disciples had 
followed 
Josus 
towards 
Jerusalem 
"amazed" and perplexed. 


Those who stood by asked the very 
question suggested by Jesus, v. 6 cf. 
v. 3. 
As these disciples cast their 
garments upon the colt for Jesus to 
sit upon, they proclaimed their al- 
legiance to him as king. 


II. "Hosanna" w . 8-11. 
Literally, 
"save now," Ps. 118:25, 26. His en- 
try was characterized by a remarkable 
outbreak of enthusiasm. 
Before this 
only the disciples accepted his king- 
dom claims, now the multitude found 
their expression of gratification. Pass- 
ing into the city, sitting upon the colt, 
he was accompanied by their chants 
of praise. 
Their first word was, "Ho- 
sanna"—their last "Hosanna in the 
highest." 
Between 
these 
they 
ex- 
claimed, "Blessed is the kingdom that 
Cometh, of our father David." 
It has 
been suggested that this host was made 
up largely of Galileans, and that theirs 
was an appeal to the city to receive 
the one who was coming, hence their 
double blessing to the king and to the 
kingdom. 
Jesus seems to have yield- 
ed his whole soul to this glad acclaim. 
It was a necessary part of that dig- 
nity which should properly b© accord- 
ed to the Messiah on this his last 
entry into the Holy City. This sug- 
gestion about the Galileans may ex- 
plain the cry uttered the last part oi 
the week by the citizens of Jerusalem, 
"Crucify him." 
Still we feel sur« 
that many of this same crowd joined 
this latter cry. 
The use of the word 
"many" (v. 8) seems to indicate that 
everyone Joined the acclamations oi 
Joy. 


Effect of 
Psychology. 


Some of that crowd were doubtless 
moved 
by the 
"psychology 
of 
the 
crowd," and their devotion was short- 
lived. 
It is not hard to Imagine the 
effect this strange procession 
must 
have produced upon the city as it 
moved on to the temple. 
Some threw 
their garments upon the ground to 
pave 
his 
way. 
Others 
took 
palm 
branches 
(John 12:13) and 
strewed 
them in his path. 


Some of the Pharisees cried out 
against this demonstration, Luke 19: 
S9, but the Master replied, "If these 
should hold their peace the 
stones 
would immediately ciy out," Luke 19: 
40. 
From Luke's account we see that 
Jesus did not seem to share the joy 
of that day, Luke 19:40-44. 
He saw 
the end from the beginning, and right- 
ly estiniated, at its true value, the 
adulation 
of thp. crowd

The clothing cast before him speaks 
of sacrifice on his behalf. The chant- 
ing of children's voices were a proph 
eoy of his ultimate victory. 


The disciples and the multitude were 
filled with hope. The Qalileans poured 
forth their paean of praise and exulta- 
tion. 
The on-looking rulers of Israel, 
already plotting his arrest, must have 
presented dark and sinister faces. 
In 
the midst of all this what of his 
heart? 
Was it not filled with lone- 
liness? Did ho not know the mistaken 
neai, the false hopes, the aroused an- 
tipathy? 
Yet, he is not alone, for he 
had .the Father with him.

There are two systems of educating 
tlie deaf. 
The oral and the manual sys- 
tem. 
TTie manual system is being dis- 
carded almost entirely; that is the using 
of the hands for spelling. 


Tearhing a deaf child whose mind is 
a blank and Avho has no idea of lan- 
guage or expression of thought is a dif- 
ficult problem. 
It is interesting to ob- 
serve foiu'-year-old deaf children seated 
in the lap of a.n instructress, with the 
palm of the hand on the teacher's throat, 


feeling the vibration. 
Tlie vowels and 
consonants are sounded in this manner. 
After the child is familiar with the tones 
a piano, guitar or violin is used to se- 
cure true soujids. 


Thus, though deprived of the faculty 
by Avhich they may be inspired by mel- 
ody, the deaf receive the charm of music 
through the sense of touch. 
By this 
method they become acquainted Avith the 
Avorks of the famous music masters, and 
by vibration they detect imperfections in 
tones. 


By the new method of training where 
the first steps in oral articulation arc 
taken by placing the palm of the cliild's 
hand on the tliroat of the person si>eak- 
ing, the deaf child's voice becomes strong, 
rhymical and 
melodious 
rather 
than 
mechanical.

Tlie milling company refused to pay 
the $89 demurrage charges and the Mis- 
souri Pacific then refused to sAvitch any 
more cars to the mill tracks. 
All wheat 
shipped to the mill OA-er that line had 
to be hauled in Avagons and all flour or- 
dered over th© Missouri Pacific had to 
be hauled in wagons to the cars and 
loaded,' instead of being loaded directly 
a t the mill. 


The milling company filed its original 
suit in the Kansas supreme court Sep- 
tember 15, 1906. 
It WHS a suit to com- 
pel the Missouri Pacific to sAvitch the 
cars Avithout collecting the $89 demur- 
rage charges, as the milling 
compavy 
claimed an offset on the charges by rea- 
son of the failure of the railroad to sup- 
ply cars for loading wheat asked for.
